Housing  is  a  major  concern. 
Suzanne  Barrett,  a  Housing 
and  Urban  Development 
(HUD)  worker,  said  200 
trailers  are  in  Idaho  Falls, 
where  they  are  awaiting  the 
location  of  suitable  sites. 
When  sites  are  found,  trailers 
will  be  moved  in,  she  said, 
and  where  possible  placed  on 
people’s  own  property. 

The  rumor  that  6,000 
trailers  will  be  moved  here  is 
not  true,  she  said.  “That 
many  will  not  be  needed,” 
she  explained,  estimating  the 
number  needed  at  about 
2,000. 

Rexburg  is  bustling  with 
clean-up  activity.  Buildings 
with  floors  still  intact  are 
being  bulldozed  out  and 
cleaned  with  hoses.  Many  of 
the  broken  windows  have 
been  replaced  and  signs  in  a 
few  windows  announce, 
“Yes,  we  ARE  open.” 

Trailers  have  been  set  up  in 
front  of  banks  and  drugstores 
to  carry  on  essential  business. 

“The  general  attitude  of 
the  people  is  excellent,”  said

The  first  missionaries  to  live  in  the  new 
LTM  facilities  are  moving  in  today.  Four 
hundred  and  ten  elders  are  moving  from 
Helaman  and  Heritage  halls  into  two 
residence  halls  and  one  classroom  building  of 
the  newly  constructed  buildings. 

Derrold  D.  Harris,  administrative  assistant 
of  business  affairs  for  the  LTM,  said  that  the 
missionaries  are  making  room  for  the  youth 
conferences  that  will  be  using  the  dorms  for 
the  summer. 

The  first  missionaries  in  the  new  buildings 
will  live  among  construction  work  that  is  still 
going  on.  The  elders  will  also  have  to  eat  at 
cafterias  on  campus  until  the  lunch  room 
facility  at  the  complex  is  completed,  Harris 
said. 

The  remaining  missionaries  will  be  moved 
up  to  the  LTM  upon  completion  sometime  at 
the  end  of  July  or  the  first  of  August,  said 
Sharon  Chease,  secretary  to  Harris. 


Harris  said  that  the  new  LTM  complex  will 
have  a  strict  security  program  and  that 
individuals  should  not  go  to  the  buildings. 

People  who  need  to  contact  an  elder  or 
who  have  any  other  LTM  business,  said 
Harris,  should  come  to  the  LTM  offices  at 
Knight  Mangum  Hall.  The  Knight-Mangum 
Hall  is  located  at  900  N.  700  East. 

The  997  missionary  group  now  at  the  LTM 
is  a  big  increase  over  the  first  group  of  elders 
who  came  to  Provo  in  1961  on  an 
experimental  basis  to  be  instructed  before 
leaving  for  foreign  missions. 

These  elders  who  were  going  to  Mexico, 
were  soon  followed  by  Portuguese  speaking 
missionaries. 

Other  languages  were  gradually 
implemented  into  the  program.  An  LTM  at 
Ricks  and  BYU-Hawaii  Campus  were  also 
started. 

Last  July,  the  Asian  Pacific  LTM  at  Hawaii 
was  combined  with  the  Provo  LTM  and  May 
6  all  the  missionaries  at  Ricks  were 
transferred  to  Provo.

“I  can’t  promise  that  every  person  who  suffered 
a  loss  will  be  made  whole,”  Gov.  Andrus  said,  but 
he  pledged  to  come  as  near  to  the  goal  of  complete 
restitution  as  possible. 

Tears  welled  in  President  Kimball’s  eyes  as  he 
spoke  of  the  disaster  and  gave  thanks  to  God  that 
there  had  not  been  a  greater  loss  of  life,  “how 
grateful  we  are  it  did  not  come  at  a  time  when 
thousands  of  people  were  asleep,”  he  said. 

The  prophet  counseled  the  people  as  they 
rebuild  to  look  to  their  pioneer  heritage  for 
examples.  Give  first  attention  to  spirtual  things 
and  families,  he  said.  He  told  the  men  to  “exercise 
your  priesthood  to  bless  your  family.” 


“Carry  out  family  programs  as  normally  as 
possible,”  President  Kimball  said,  stressing  the 
.  importance  of  family  routine,  family  prayer  and 
making  family  plans  together. 

“I  was  delighted  to  hear  you  sing,’,  he  said.  “I 
wondered  at  first  if  you  would  have  the  spirit  of 
song.  But  when  I  heard  you  sing,  I  knew  all  was 
well.” 

President  Kimball  warned  “even  in 
emergencies,”  adhere  to  eternal  principles  and

WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  Sen 
Frank  Church,  a  latecomer  to 
the  battle  for  the  Democratic 
presidential  nomination, 
withdrew  from  that  race 
Monday  and  urged  his 
delegates  to  support 
frontrunner  Jimmy  Carter. 

According  to  the  latest 
Associated  Press  count, 
Church  has  79  committed 
delegates. 

Including  pledges  of 
support  Church  said  were  “in 
the  pipeline,”  he  estimated  he 
has  “something  over  100 
delegates.”  While  he  said  he 
would  urge  them  to  support 
Carter  he  noted  that  they  are 
“free  agents.” 

Many  of  Church’s  delegates 
were  earned  in  primaries 
where  the  actual  individual 
who  would  have  cast  national 
convention  ballots  for  him 
have  not  yet  been  selected. 
Thus,  it  can’t  yet  be 
determined  how  many  of  his 
votes  will  actually  go  to 
Carter. 

At  almost  the  same  time,  it 
was  confirmed  that  former 
Oklahoma  Sen.  Fred  Harris 
sent  telegrams  to  the  18 
delegates  he  had  won  in  four 
states,  urging  them  to 
unanimously  endorse  Carter. 

Frost  hits 
Utah  crops 

Sporadic  frost  hit  Utah 
Sunday  night  causing  some 
crop  damage  in  the  state. 

Dean  Jackman,  leading 
forecaster  for  the  National 
Weather  Service  in  Salt  Lake 
City,  reported  a  low  of  22 
degrees  in  Coleville. 

He  also  said  there  was  frost 
damage  at  Alberta,  West 
Mountain,  Fillmore,  Delta 
and  Milford.  Richfield 
reported  27  degrees.  Actual 
damage  to  the  crops  thus  far 
is  not  known.  He  said  many 
of  the  high  valleys  also 
reported  frost. 


Harris’  campaign  manager, 
Jim  Hightower,  said  Harris 
also  had  informed  Carter  he 
would  be  willing  to  work  in 
the  general  election 
campaign. 

Church  said  he  has  “no 
expectations  one  way  or  the 
other”  about  having  a  place 
on  the  Carter  ticket  as  a  vice 
presidential  nominee. 

He  said  he, informed  Carter 
of  his  decision  to  withdraw 
from  the  race  last  Wednesday, 
the  day  after  the  final 
presidential  primaries  in 
Ohio,  California  and  New 
Jersey. 

“Both  the  scope  and 
success  of  his  campaign 
exhibit  a  stamina  and 


self-discipline,  an  assertion  of 
will  and  a  firmness  of 
character  which  promise  to 
make  him  a  strong 
president,”  Church  said. 

Church  praised  Carter  for 
uniting  the  Democratic  party, 
saying  he  has  “brought  an 
end  to  the  regional  prejudices 
that  have  marred  our  national 
politics  for  more  than  a 
century.”  . 

Church  won  primaries  in 
Nebraska,  Idaho,  Oregon  and 
Montana  after  entering  the 
race  late.  But  he  trailed  badly 
in  Nevada,  California,  Ohio, 
New  Jersey,  other  states 
where  he  made  late  bids,  and 
was  a  relatively  close  third  in 
Rhode  Island. 


Report  due  on  permits

Editor’s  note:  The 
following  is  the  first  in  a 
two-part  series  about  Ward 
56,  a  program  for  the 
criminally  ill,  at  Utah  State 
Hospital. 

The  front  door  of  the  first 
red  brick  building  south  of 
the  driveway  at  Utah  State 
Hospital  is  usually  open. 
Upstairs,  past  the  offices  of 
staff  doctors,  are  two  doors 
leading  to  maximum  security. 
There  are  no  guards;  a  patient 
may  unlock  the  door.  Inside, 
men  and  women  live  in  a 
dormitory-type  setting.  There 
are  no  bars.  A  few  aides  are 
on  duty. 

There  is  a  community 
meeting  going  on  where  all 
the  patients  and  aides  are 
assembled.  One  patient  is 
asleep,  slumped  in  his 
armchair  in  the  corner  of  the 


room.  “I  challenge  you  to  sit 
up  and  take  part,”  says  one 
patient.  “I  support  it,”  says 
another,  and  then  others  give 
their  support.  “We  give  you 
an  ‘either/or’  choice.  Either 
you  sit  up  and  take  part  or 
you  lose  privileges  for  the 
evening.” 

Patients  vote 

Either  the  patient  takes 
part  in  the  community 
meeting,  or  he  loses  his 
privilege  to  drink  soft  drinks, 
eat  goodies  or  talk  with  the 
other  patients.  “Do  you 
accept  the  challenge?”  he  is 
asked.  The  answer  is  yes,  and 
he  sits  up  straight  in  his  chair. 
Business  is  conducted  and  a 
vote  called  for.  Every  patient 
in  the  room  votes,  including 
the  one  in  the  armchair. 

This  is  Ward  56.  Criminals 
called  public  offenders  living 
in  this  setting. 

Public  offenders  have 
reached  the  end  of  a  long 


road  of  crime  and  perhaps 
violence  and  psychotic 
behavior. 

Utah  State  Hospital 
provides  a  program  designed 
to  help  the  patients  work  out 
their  problems,  and,  in  most 
cases,  eventually  return  to 
society. 

Volunteers,  referrals 

The  patients  are  mostly 
volunteers  from  the  state 
prison,  but  some  are  court 
referrals  waiting  for  trial,  or 
people  committed  by  the 
state  as  criminally  insane. 

Dr.  John  C.  Woods, 
director  of  forensic 
psychiatry,  said  most  of  the 
patients  have  anti-social 
attitudes.  They  cannot  delay 
gratification  of  their  needs; 
they  have  underlying 
self-destructive  tendencies; 
and  they  have  been  unable  to 
learn  from  past  experience. 

Applicants  from  the  state 
prison  are  screened,  and 


placed  in  the  hospital  for  a 
three-week  evaluation  period, 
Dr.  Woods  said.  They  have  to 
prove  through  their  actions 
they  really  want  to  change. 

Alternative  to  prison 

“The  program  provides  a 
good  alternative  to  prison 
because  prison  is  dangerous 
for  a  young  person  or  for 
anyone  who  has  previously 
helped  the  law,”  he  said. 

There  are  about  50  men 
and  25  women  involved  in 
the  public  offenders  program. 
“The  patients  are  usually  here 
about  18  months,  and  we’re 
looking  at  ways  to  cut  that 
down,”  Dr.  Woods  said. 

“People  don’t  believe  we 
don’t  have  iron  bars.”  Dr. 
Woods  said  this  is  because 
maximum  security  has  not 
always  been  an  open, 
therapeutic  community. 

The  public  offender 
program  coorinator.Carl 
Jensen,  said  before  patient 


government  there  was  a 
system  of  custodial  care:  no 
integration  of  sexes,  no 
cafeteria,  prescribed 
medication,  no  patient  rights, 
silent  treatment,  visitors  only 
once  a  week. 

From  1885  to  1957,  the 
maximum  security  ward  had 
iron  screens  and  double 
doors.  Inmates  rioted  and  had 
mass  AWOL  until  a  strong 
room  with  1  Vi-inch  steel  bars 
was  built  in  1932.  Jensen  said 
the  patients  banded  together, 
and  there  was  a 
“I’ll-scratch-your- 
back-if-you’ll-scratch-mine” 
understanding. 

In  1950  the  cells  were 
removed  because  Dr.  Samual 
Hamilton  visited  the  strong 
room  and  found  it  unfit  for 
humans.  Straightjackets  were 
common  until  the  late  1950s. 

Geographical  units  were 
formed  in  1957.  A  family 
visiting  program  began  and

Attorney  Wayne  L.  Black 
said  he  would  represent  Howe 
temporarily,  and  that  it  had 
not  been  determined  whether 
Howe  would  appear  for  his 
arraignment.  Black  said  he 
might  ask  for  a  continuance. 

Howe  press  aid  Mike 
Whitney,  who  is  not  related 
to  the  prosecutor,  said  he  was 
unable,  to  reach  Howe  to 
determine  his  plans. 

KTVX  newsman  Phil 
Riesen  reported  he  reached 
Howe  at  home  and  that  Howe 
said.  “Noone.has  urged  me  to 
step  down,  although  I  am 


sure  there  are  those  who 
think  I  should.  Although  I  am 
not  being  urged  to  resign,  I 
am  considering  it.  It  may 
happen. 

“I  shouldn’t  have  been 
there  for  any  reason.  It  was  a 
stupid  move,”  Howe  was 
quoted  as  saying. 

He  stood  by  his  story  that 
he  was  set  up  but  said  it  was 
unlikely  he  could  prove  that 
in  court,  the  station  said.

patient  government  started, 
but  it  became  a  “Kangaroo 
i  court.”  Dr.  Roger  Kigef 
assumed  responsibility  for  the 
ward  in  1960.  He  said  the 
patients  had  been  told  they 
were  responsible,  but  locked 
doors  and  other  conditions 
proved  otherwise.  “If  we  are 
going  to  say  they  are 
responsible,  let’s  give  them 
some  responsibility,”  he  said. 

In  1961 ,  the  patients  wrote 
their  first  constitution  for 
patient  government.  A 
democratically  elected 
president  and  patient  council 
began  coordinating  privileges 
and  ward  responsibility.  Inner 
security  began. 

AWOL’s  and  incidents  of 
injury  and  abuse  led  to 
formation  of  a  patient  posse 
during  1961.  The  posse  gives 
support  to  patients  who 
confront  others  for  disruptive 
behavior,  and  they  participate 
in  recovering  AWOL  patients. 

In  1964  men  and  women 
were  integrated  in 
government,  meals  and  social 
activities.  Jensen  said  changes 
in  behavior  and  appearance 
occurred,  especially  among 
the  women  patients. 

Iron  grill  office  and  door 
windows  were  replaced  with 
plate  glass.  By  1966,  all  iron 
grills  were  removed  from 
Ward  56.  It  became  more  like 
a  hospital  than  a  prison. 

Now  when  processes  in  the 
patient  community  break 
down,  a  halt  is  called  by 
patients,  staff  or  aides  The 
program  is  reevaluated  by 
patients  and  changes  result. 


Jensen  said  the  patient 
council  sent  six  public 
offenders  back  to  prison  a 
few  weeks  ago  because  of 
subversion,  smuggling  and 
violating  privileges. 

He  said,  “It’s  not  just  a 
puppet  government;  they 
have  a  tremendous  amount  of 
say  in  their  own  matters.” 

The  public  offender 
program  balances  the  need  to 
protect  society  and  it  works 
with  the  person.  Dr.  Woods 
said  it  is  popular  with 
criminal  justice  because  it 
protects  the  community. 

“What  we  are  trying  to  do 
is  provide  an  alternative.  The 
patients  decide  if  they  want 
to  change.  The  program  helps 
us  salvage  people  who  want 
to  be  salvaged,”  he  said. 

Jensen  said  the  program 
works  because  the  patients 
are  involved  and  care  about 
each  other’s  behavior,  since 
everyone  has  a  voice  when  a 
patient  wants  to  return  to 
society.

The  BYU  Asian  and  Slavic 
Languages  Department  has  a 
new  professor  of  Russian  who 
will  teach  summer  semester. 

Dr.  Gary  L.  Browning  will 
teach  at  BYU  after  two  years 
at  Harvard  University  and 
two  years  at  Bryn  Mawr  and 
Haverford  Colleges. 

Dr.  Browning  received  a 
bachelor  of  arts  degree  in 
Russian  Language  and 
Literature  from  BYU  in 
1965,  master  of  arts  degree 
from  Syracuse  University  in 
1967,  and  a  doctorate  in 
Slavic  Languages  and 
Literature  from  Harvard 
University  in  1974. 

The  professor  has  been  to 
the  Soviet  Union  three  times. 
Dr.  Browning  went  in  1963  as 
a  tourist,  in  1969  for  six 
months  as  a  guide  for  the 
United  States  Information 
Agency  Exhibition  (USIA)  on 
American  education  and  in 
1974  on  an  International 
Research  and  Exchange 
Board  (I  REX)  grant  and  as  a 
Fulbright-Hays  fellow. 

Dr.  Browning  said  he  likes 
the  type  of  students  at  BYU 
that  he  will  be  working  with.

The  American  Brass 
Quintet  will  be  part  of  the 
BYU  brass  workshops 
“Sounds  of  Summer”  with 
master  classes  and  a 
performance  Thursday  at  8 
p.m.  in  the  de  Jong  Concert 
Hall  HFAC. 

Open  to  the  public,  the 
concert  tickets  are  available 
at  the  Music  Box  Office. 
Tickets  are  $1  for  students 
and  $2  for  the  public. 

The  quintet  was  formed  in 
New  York  City  in  1958  and 
made  its  debut  in  1960.  Since 
then  it  has  performed  across 
the  United  States  and  on 
several  European  tours. 

The  group  is  interested  in 
music  education  as  well  as 
performances,  and  conducts 
clinics  and  master  classes  in 
conjunction  with  many 
concerts.  The  quintet  will 
conduct  master  classes  at 
BYU  prior  to  the  evening 
performance. 

Historically,  brass  quintets 
has  their  roots  in  the  14th 
century  before  the  violin  and 
oboe,  as  they  are  known 
today,  were  developed. 
During  the  16  th,  century’, 
most  brass  quintets  included 
two  cornets  and  three 
trombones— one  alto,  one 
tenor,  and  a  bass. 

The  cornet  of  that  period 
was  a  leather-covered  wooden 
trumpet  with  seven  finger 
holds  and  was  similar  to  a 
recorder  in  appearance  but 
had  a  trumpet  mouthpiece. 
At  this  point  in  history,  the 
violin,  flute,  and  oboe 
underwent  phenomenal 
development,  and 
concurrently,  brass 
instruments  went  into  an 
eclipse  that  lasted  more  than 
200  years. 

At  the  close  of  the  19th 


century,  the  development  of 
valves  and  other  instrument 
refinements,  coinciding  with 
the  exuberance  df  the 
Romantic  period,  revived 
brass  from  its '  long-dormant 
state. 

After  World  War  II,  many 
composers  began  contributing 
to  the  brass  repertoire 
because  of  the  dynamic  range 
of  the  brass  and  its  variety  of 
tonal  colors.

Luke  competed  in  the 
1972  Olympics  and  will  be 
joining  George  at  the 
Olympic  trials  in  Eugene, 
Ore.,  next  week. 

The  junior  from  Kanosh 
was  pleased  with  the  distance, 
and  said  he  threw  a  better 
series  at  AAU  than  at  the 
NCAA  last  week,  where  he 
also  took  second.  “My 
technique  isn’t  where  it 
should  be,”  he  said,  though. 
“Hopefully  it  will  be  better  at 
the  trials..” 

His  previous  best  throw  in 
competition  was  at  the  AAU 
meet  last  year,  when  he  threw 
272-11, 

Cummings,  who  has  been 
bothered  by  allergies,  ran  a 
good  qualifying  race,  but 
could  only  get  eighth  place  in 
the  finals.

A  string  of  American

“My  only  goal  is  just  to 
make  the  Olympic  team,” 
said  Kathy  McMillan  after  her 
American  record  22-3  in  the 
women’s  long  jump.  The 
18-year-old  high  schooler 
from  Raeford,  N.C., 
surpassed  her  own  U.S.  mark 
but  is  a  newcomer  to 
international  competition  and 
was  shy  compared  with  most 
winners. 

Her  mark  was  one  of  six 
records  established  by  the 
women,  who  were  competing 
with  the  men  for  the  first 
time  in  their  national 
championship  meet.  The 
women’s  AAU  spokesman 
said  he  was  certain  the  large 
crowd  of  12,561  helped  the 
women  perform  well  since 
the  women’s  championships 
in  the  past  were  not  that  well 


attended. 

Former  UCLA  student 
Kathy  Schmidt  came  back  to 
the  facility  she  used  to  train 
on  to  throw  the  javelin  to 
218-3,  bettering  her  own  U.S. 
mark  of  215-6;  Jan  Merrill  of 
Connecticut  became  the  first 
American  woman  to  dip 
under  nine  minutes  in  the 
3,0 00 -meter  run,  clocking 
8:57.2;  Arthurene  Gainer  of 
Prarie  View  A&M  clicked  off 
a  new  U.S.  women’s 
400-meter  hurdles  record  of 
57.24,  and  relay  records  were 
set  by  the  Prairie  View  mile 
relay  team  and  the  Los 
Angeles  Track  club  two-mile 
relay  team .

Andrews,  who  is  a  junior  at 
Southern  California,  equaled 
the  NCAA  record  and  came 
within  a  fraction  of  the 
American  mark. 

James  Robinson,  the 
Pacific-8  Conference 
champion,  did  not  finish  his 
heat  of  the  NCAA  800  when 
he  was  involved  in  a  shoving 
match  in  the  middle  of  the 
pack.  Saturday  he  took  the 
AAU  title  by  jumping  out  to 
a  good  lead  early.

Randy  Smith  was  a  top 
steeplechaser  in  1975, 
running  second  in  the  NCAA 
meet.

Chair  athletes  compete, 
place  in  national  finals 


Mike  Johnson  and  Curt  Brinkman,  BYU’s 
two  wheelchair  athletes,  returned  to  Provo 
Monday  evening  with  medals  from  the 
national  Wheelchair  Athletic  Association 
finals  in  Farmingdale,  N.Y.,  and  hopes  for 
invitations  to  the  Para-Olympiad  in  Toronto 
in  mid-August. 

Johnson,  a  Vietnam  veteran  from 
Huntington,  W.  Va.,  who  lost  his  legs  in  a 
land  mine  explosion,  won  a  second  place 
silver  medal  in  the  javelin.  He  hurled  it  73-10 
in  a  cross  wind,  his  best  throw  ever,  he 
competed  against  world-record  holder  Tony 
Levis,  who  threw  the  spear  79-0. 

Johnson  also  took  a  third-place  bronze 
medal  in  the  100-yard  dash  with  a  time  of 
21.08  seconds.  He  had  a  qualifying  time  of 
20.02-his  best  time  to  date. 

The  veteran,  running  in  Class  IV 
com  petition,  also  took  two  fourth  places.  He 
was  beat  out  of  a  third-place  bronze  medal  by 
only  one  second  in  the  wheelchair  slalom, 
and  had  a  time  of  3:20  in  the  880  for  fourth 
place.  He  did  not  qualify  to  be  one  of  the  six 
finalists  in  the  ping  pong  competition,  but 


was  one  of  six  finalists  in  four  of  the  five 
events  he  entered. 

Brinkman,  a  senior  this  fall  in  psychology 
from  Shelley,  Idaho,  placed  sixth  in  the  finals 
of  the  100-yard  dash  and  seventh  in  the  mile 
with  a  time  of  7:39.  These  were  the  only  two 
events  he  qualified  for  in  the  nationals.  He 
was  in  Class  V  competition,  the  least 
disabled. 

“There  were  no  records  set  at  the  meet 
because  of  the  newly-poured,  soft-rubber 
track,”  Johnson  reported.  “It  was  the  worst 
track  we’ve  run  on  yet,  and  the  weather  was 
windy  most  of  the  time.” 

A  total  of  385  men  and  women  from  across 
the  nation  who  qualified  at  various  regional 
meets  competed  for  national  honors. 

A  total  of  52  men  and  women  will  be 
selected  by  a  committee  to  represent  the  U.S. 
team  in  the  Para-Olympiad  in  Toronto,  Aug. 
3-11.  Approximately  1,200  wheelchair 
athletes  from  52  countries  will  participate. 
“It’s  indefinite  at  the  moment  whether  or  not 
we’ll  be  invited  to  the  Olympiad.  Word 
should  be  out  in  about  two  weeks,”  Johnson 
said.

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Class  to  prepare 
students  for  tests 

A  preparatory  class  for  the  Law  School  Admissions  Test 
(LSAT)  will  be  opened  fall  semester  to  students  taking  the 
Graduate  Management  Admission  Test. 

According  to  John  Chaffin,  vice  president  of  the  pre-law 
association,  the  tests,  books  and  suggested  preparatory 
courses  are  similar,  so  they  are  being  incorporated  into  one 
course. 

The  course  is  taught  in  seven  different  sections  which 
emphasize  things  such  as  cases  and  principles,  writing  ability, 
grammar  and  data  interpretation.  The  sections  are  taught  by 
different  professors  who  are  specialists  in  the  fields. 

The  class  is  listed  as  General  Studies  300R,  Section  2,  in 
the  fall  class  schedule  and  is  worth  two  credits.  It  is  a 
pass/fail  class,  meeting  on  the  block  from  3  to  5  p.m.  on 
Tuesday  and  Thursday. 

“This  is  really  experimental  as  a  class,  but  we’ve  been  able 
to  make  a  significant  increase  in  the  students’  scores,”  said 
Chaffin. 

Chaffin  said  they  compared  the  national  average  on  the 
LSAT,  the  average  of  scores  of  students  applying  to  the  J. 
Reuben  Clark  Law  School,  and  the  scores  of  students  who 
take  the  class. 

The  class  is  restricted  to  students  taking  their  tests  within 
the  next  year.  “This  raises  the  quality  of  students  and  keeps 
the  class  size  down,”  said  Chaffin. 

Last  year  about  80 ,, students  were  enrolled  for  the  class 
during  the  first  block.

Benefit  recipients  must  actively  search 
for  work,  Thurston  said.  Failure  to 
apply  for  or  accept  suitable  work  based 
on  the  occupation  and  prevailing  wages 
results  in  denial  of  benefits. 

Claimants  are  required  to  certify  by 
mail  their  continuing  elibibility  each 
week  indicating  whether  they  are  still 
able,  available  and  willing  to  accept 
full-time  work  and  whether  they  had 
any  employment  or  earnings  during  the 
week,  Thurston  said. 

Thurston  said  the  Department  of 
Employment  Security  is  limited  in  its 
ability  to  prevent  fradulent  claims.  He 
said  the  Utah  Employment  Security  Act 
allows  the  department  to  audit 
claimants’  records,  check  with 
employers  and  follow  up  on  tips  from 
the  public. 

Thurston  said  an  individual 
fraudulently  filing  for  unemployment 
insurance  benefits  may  be  disqualified 
from  receiving  benefits  for  a  maximum 
of  52  weeks. 


According  to  Thurston,  the  average 
weekly  payment  is  $69. 

Thurston  said  unemployment 
insurance  benefits  are  not  available  to 
everyone  out  of  work.  To  qualify,  a 
worker  must  meet  several  requirements. 
His  employment  must  have  ended 
through  no  fault  of  his  own. 

He  must  be  physically  able  to  work 
and  available  to  work  full  time  at 
customary  hours,  wages  and  occupation. 
He  must  be  actively  seeking  new  work; 
and  must  have  worked,  in  four  complete 
calendar  quarters  prior  to  filing  a  claim, 
nineteen  or  more  weeks.  He  must  have 
earned  at  least  $20  in  each  of  those 
weeks,  and  a  minimum  total  of  $700 
during  the  period;  He  also  must  have 
worked  for  an  employer  covered  by  the 
Utah  Employment  Security  Act. 

Any  employer  who  hires  one  or  more 
workers  and  pays  $140  or  more  in 
wages  per  quarter  is  subject  to  the 
Employment  Security  Act,  Thurston 
said.

The  Utah  State  Department  of 
Employment  Security  is  concerned  with 
both  employment  and  unemployment. 

According  to  LeRue  Thurston,  Provo 
manager,  the  department  places  workers 
in  available  jobs  with  local  firms.  During 
the  first  half  of  1976,  the  department 
placed  over  5,000  workers  in  Utah 
County.  . 

Although  the  Department  of 
Employment  Security  finds  jobs  for 
thousands  of  unemployed  persons, 
thousands  remain  unemployed.  In  May, 
2,927  persons  were  unemployed. 

The  department  administers  state 
unemployment  insurance.  This  money  is 
distributed  to  alleviate  hardship  on  the 
individual  who  is  unemployed 
involuntarily  and  to  maintain 
purchasing  power  in  the  economy. 

Insurance  claimants  can  receive  up  to 
$100  per  week  for  as  many  as  65  weeks.
